_From the tenor of a dispatch this
morning, It ls evident that the game
laws of the statée are not enforced
The dispatch states, In apeaking of the
Mongolian Pheasants, that “not only
were they hunted during the open séu-
son, but for weeks before the Ist of
October, the birds were hunted and
many killed in violation of the law."”
Oregon has a game warden, It Is
his duty to see that the game laws
of the state are enforced. There ure
not five people In Clatsop county thut
knows who or what his name is. He
{s not known outside of his own front
door yard. He has never been In the
Lower Columbia to see that the laws
are enforced. The fartherest he has
been away from home is to go to Balem
every month and draw his salary, and
often, this I8 sent to him by mail It is
a political graft, paid for by the state,
without any equivelent being rendered
The game laws of Oregon have never
beéen enforced, except so far as the
provisions of the law fAxing the game
warden's sulary are concerned

It Is a well known fact, and the game
warden knows it, that for & month prior
to the opening of the season, Mon-
gollan pheasants have been slnughler-
ed.
